RHYME, 


English Lanffunge Contains Several Which 


Are Hard to Run AgainHt. 


Tliero are a dozen words in tlio Eng- 


lish language in everyday use fqr 
which enterprising people have de- 
spaii'ed of over finding a rhyme. The 
word "month," for example, is one of 
these. 
"Silver'.' is a word it seems 


very easy to secure a rhyme for, hut as a 
matter of fact, trying to find- something 
to rhyme with "silver" nearly drove- a 
London writer of verse insane long ago. 
As a last resprt he advertised in the 
newspapers and received tyut one reply. 
It came from the master of verbal con- 
tortion, W. S. Gilbert, Sir Arthur Sul- 
livan's erstwhile partner, who submit- 
ted' the word "chilver. " He wasn't, 
quite clear, ho said, as to what a chil- 
•ver might be, but he had seen the word 
in advertisements of sales of farm stock 
»nd had nu idea, which is correct, that 
it described a species of sheep. 


"Orange" ia another word without 


rhymo. "Gnlf'.is also without un Eng- 
lish, partner, .and. "cvtlm" and "onap-" 
arc alike solitary. Many pouts who have 
sought in vain for rhymes-to "revenge" 
and "avenge" will not, be appenscd 
when they learn that but two exist — 
"pcnge" Mid "Stonehcoige. " "Ooif" 
is now, happily for versifiers, growing 
obsolete, for 1hero is no word wiuch 
rhymes with it. "Scarf" has been dar- 
ingly linked at the end of a lino with 
"iiL;i''" or ' Vail/ ' but this is a pn\crice 
to be iiiscouriigccl. ' ' Scalp' ' rhyme fi only 
•with "Alp," but, like "bate" ;;nd 
"astrolabe," it would require much in- 
gonnity to find cu excuse for bringing 
these words into juxtaposition. "Falsa" 
ims on several occasions, by aii nbuso of 
poetic license, been 
associated v.-iih 


"vulso," though the correct French pro- 
nunciation of (ho latter word •would de- 
stroy the rhyme. 


Of the mimes of places the .African 


town of Timbuktu has long been fu- 
moun for being without rhymo. The 
nearest 'success that any poet hu.vtver 
attained in this rcrptct WM when iu 
some old vcrfics dcEcribiuj-'acK'serl; hxmt 
"cassowary" was matin to rhyme with 
"tnissiouMy" and "Timbuktu" with 
"thin buck too. "— Kev/ York Press-.

MONEY IS KING. 


Some stump orator in California de- 


clared that " money is king." For this 
assertion he was ridiculed and berated 
by the press, but the election yester- 
day proved the truth of the assertion, 
Mr. Hanna had millions at his disposal. 
Mr. Bryan was penniless. Mr. Hanna 
made displays which impressed the 
wavering. He used money in the cities 
where the voters were massed, and the 
result is shown by the returns. 


It is idle to prate about patriotism

'STONE OF SCONE.' 


flip Enterprising Schoolboy Who Slept la 


the Coronation ChiUr. 


It 
I.H n long walk from the dining 


room of the Westminster school to the 
oorouation chalr,*whion stands behind 
the old stono acroen just back of the 
ulir.r in the abbey, but there is an in- 
tru-sting conection between the two. 
Tins chair, as is woll known, is a rude, 
heavy oak chair, much worn by time. 
It contains the1 "Stone of Scone" and 
wiv niaclo by tho order of Edward I in 
t;J9r, and every English sovereign since 
then has sat in it to bo crowned. 


A stout railing in front of the ehnir 


restrains tho, crowd of visitors from 
coming near, but if they wore allowed 
to examine if1 as cldsoly as I was for- 
tunate enough to 4° tlioy would find 
cut boldly into the solid oak seat in 
such sprawling, letters as the school- 
boy's knife makes upon his tlesk,; "P. 
Abbott slept in this chair Jan, 4. 1801." 
P. Abbott, it seems, was tv Westminster 
schoolboy, mid a tradition, which there 
is every reason to .bolievo is .true, tells 
that he made n wager with a school- 
mate that he dare stay in tho abbey all 
ujght alone. 


In ovdor to win his wager he hid in 


SOMC corner of the old building until 
the doors were locked forxtho night-mid 
thns wna left alone there. Fearing, 
however, that when morning canio tho 
boy with whom ho had made tlio tut 
would disbelieve his statement thtit ho 
hart Won it, he determined to liavo 
some proof of the fact, and so spent, the 
honra of tho early morning in carving 
on tho coronation chair the sentence 
which, even now, nearly a century aft- 
er, bears witness for him. 
It is disap- 


pointing that tho tradition does not 
record just what form and amount; of 
punishment was .visited upon tho lad 
for his escapade, and that history doea 
not tell us of his later years. I wonder 
whether tho courage arid grit which 
this deed manifested foretold an eiier- 
getio, successful life or .was dissipated 
in inero bravado. —Max Bennett Thrash-.
